Whether 
the signal was misunderstood or not the 
scliooner scuiiied to alter her course to 
the wrong direction, and the vessels, 
both moving at a rapid rate, wore soon 
close together. 

A collision was now unavoidable and 
with a oraali the crafts came together. 
The bow of the schooner struck the 
steamship on tlie port side even witli 
the bridge. The schooner's jib boom, 
bowsprit and part of head gear wore 
demolished. Her upper works alone 
anll'ered. 

The I'nebla's bridge was shattered, 
her port-light box carried away, her 
davills bent and broken, and her upper 
deck torn up. Like the Premier, her 
hull was ill nowise injured. 

Had the Puehlu struck the schooner 
fifteen feet aft of wliere she did, the lat- 
ter would have been sunk, as the steam- 
ship was going under a full head of 
steam. 

The City of Puebla continued her 
course to Port Townsend, where her pi- 
lot left her and came back to .Seattle. 
The Premier returned to Port Towns- 
end, where she will be repaired. Her 
damage's, it is estimated, will amount to 
■$1,000 or more. The damages to the 
Puebla will hardly reach $250. She con- 
tinued her course from Port Townsend 
to Vancouver. She will be repaired at 
•Seattle and leave for San Francisco Sun- 
day evening.

Any one' "who 
violated the oath or revealed secrets 
would be killed. , ^. 

Heury W. Lawrence, president .the 
chamber of commerce, testified that he 
became a Mormon in childhood, came 
to Utah thirty-nine yeiirs ago, officiated 
in tho endowment house several years, 
and was excommunicated in 1869 for 
questioning the right of the priesthood 
to dictate iu temporal affairs. Persoua 
going through the endowment house al- 
waya took the oath of vengeance.

A passenger who arrived from Alaska 
by the Geo. \\, Elder relates the follow- 
ing incident :' ' *|When tl)e Elder was 
Ivjng at Sitka a man, formerly one of 
the crew, who was bound over a few 
months ninoe for smuggling whiakey 
into Alaska, broke jail and came aboard. 
United States Marshal Porter and Col- 
lector Max Praclit hoarded the vessel, 
cleared her of passengers, and the crew 
made a diligent search for the culprit. 
The marshal could not find the jail- 
broiiker, but the collector found ,'jOO gal- 
louB of smuggled whiskey stowed aboard 
in various nooks of the hold.

MERCIER'S STAGE THUNJ)ER. 

Mr. Mercier, premier of Quebec, ap- 
pears to be not a little spoiled by pros- 
perity. He has evidently begun to im- 
agine Iiimself a very mucli greater man 
than he is, and he believes liimaelf to be 
endowed with very much more power 
than uny provincial first luiuiater can 
aafoly exercise. Not sutiafied with di- 
recting t lie alfairs of his own province, 
he wishes to intluonce those of other 
provinces. Hi! has, in fact, taken upon 
himself lo tlireateu the Protestant ma- 
jorities of other provinces who may pre- 
sume to act on tlie scliool question in 
the way that lie thinks wrong. That our 
readers may see that we do not mis- 
represent the Quebec premier, we will 
quote his own words, as reported in sev- 
eral Eastern newspapera. In liia address 
to the Club National Mr. Mercier s-jiid; 

"Let ua hope that these principles 
will never be misunderstood, and that 
we may not be called upon in any of out- 
provinces to liave recourse to reprisals 
and to reuiind the majority who may be 
unjust that there is a minority that 
stands in need of protection." 

When asked whetlier he intended 
this as a threat to the Protestant major- 
ties of other provinces aud to the Pro- 
testant Diiuority of Quebec, Mr. Mer- 
cier said: 

"Not as a tlireat but surely as a warn- 
ing to the majorities in the other pro- 
vinces. To be frank, I nutat say that J 
intended, und I do intend, to-day to 
statu that e(|ual rights must apply to 
the minorities in every province, aud if 
the Federal Act is to be applied in some 
other province against the rights of mi- 
norities and to tlie abolition of the sc- 

r irate schools where they e.xist. by law, 
do not seo why the same rule should 
not apply to the minority of the pro- 
rince of Quebec. I stated that the 
minorities had no rights because they 
were French or English, Catholic or 
Protestant, but that they hud rights be- 
cause they were the nduorities entitled 
to be protected and to enjoy the same 
rights us the majorities. This being the 
principle I do not see why the minority 
of the province of Quebec should have 
more rights than the' minorities in the 
other provinces when the same law ap- 

Elies, when these rights are consecrated 
y the same constitution, and when 
the same' interest exists. So to 
be clear, my intention was 
to say that if the Catholics or the 
French of the other provinces are not 
tre&ted as they ought to be, I do not see 
why the Protestants and English in the 
Province of Quebec should be treated 
otherwise. I understand perfectly well 
the responsibility that I take, and I do 
take it with intention. It is not a 
threat, as I said, but a warning which 1 
hope will be aulticient to prevent the 
majorities of other provinces from being 
• unjust.*' 

This is perfectly clear. If the Pro- 
testant majority of any other province 
ill-uses the Catholic minority in that 
province Mr. Mercier considers himself 
justified in ill-using the Protestant min- 
ority in bis own province. He, in fact, 
holds the Protestant* of the Province of 
Quebec as hoaiogea for the good treat- 
ment of the Cath olics in the other pro- 
vince. This is the revival of a very old 
and barbarous, fashion in which the in- 
nocent were made to suffer for the 
crimes (or acts that were not crimes at 
all) of the guilty. 

One would suppose that an adminis- 
..tnvtor of the law, like the First Minister 
of the province of (Juebec, would 
take it for granted that the 
law was quite i suffioient to secure 
to the ininoriHes b all the prov- 
inces and territories their constitutional 
rights without his doing evil that good 
may come. He may <lcpend upon it it 
the law, properly administered, does not 
secure the Catholic minorities tlieir 
rights his interference in the way he in- 
dicates will not.. He is not stronger 
than the law and his protection, power- 
ful as it may be, will not be effective 
where the law fails. It may suit Mr. 
Mercier thus to set himself up as u de- 
fender of Catliolic nunoriticH, l)ut if he 
undertakes to violate the constitution of 
the Dominion in Quebec because, in his 
opinion, the constitution had been vio- 
lated in Ontario or Manitoba, he will 
find that liu has raised a hornet's nest 
about his ears. 

There can bo no excuse for an illegal 
act on the part of a Government. Mr. 
Mercier, with the whole of the Legis- 
lature of the province at . his back, can- 
not take from the Protestants of Quebec 
one single riglit or privilege guaranteed 
to tliotn by the Constitution of the Do- 
minion, and when he threatens to de- 
prive them ul their rights, iui simply 
.talks niischevious nonsense. Tlie same 
is true with re((ard to the constitulional 
rights of Catiiolio minorities in the 
other provinces, Tliey are secured to 
them l)y tlio Constitution, and as long 
aa the C^onfodur^tion hvats they are per- 
fectly sectire in the exorcise of those 
rights. 

Mr, Mercier'* foolish threat Li only 



calculated to rouse and aggravate ill- 
feeling in the DomiuioLi. 

He, too, should be the last man to 
titik about interfering with the affairs of 
the other pvovinces. He haii been 
assorting the right of Quebec to man- 
age its own affuii-s. He has resented 
the interference of Ontario— not of On- 
tario's constituted authorities, but of itd 
irresponsible agitators. Many of his 
fellow-subjects in the other provinces, 
although they do not approve of the 
policy he pursued have uphold him in 
ilia right to do wrong and to act 
foolishly in his own province. They 
say the province of Quebec has 
tlie right extended to her by the constitu- 
tion to manage tier own conccrnH. 
Whether she numages them wisely or 
foolishly it is her own affair. We have 
no right to interfere. But here we find 
the leading asserter of provincial rights 
ill the Dominion threatening to inter- 
fere in the affairs of other provinces if 
tliey are not carried on to liia liking, 
and that too in the most cruel und un- 
justifiable manner. He does not ask the 
( j ovemor-Oeneral to exercise his prero- 
gative to withhold his assent from law* 
that he considers unconBtitntional, but 
ho threatena the majority who ill-treat 
those over whom ho extends his pro- 
tecting arm, to interfere himself in u 
A'ay unknown to the constitution und 
igainst the constitution. Ho threatens 
to deprive those whose rights he has 
nvorn to guard of their rights under the 
constitution, if people in some other 
province commit acta for which the 
(Juobec Protestants aiu not only not re- 
.^ponaiblo, but which, for aught he 
ki'iows to the contrary, they may hearti- 
ly condemn. 

Wo had u better opinion of Mr. 
.Mercier than to believe ho would say 
anything so supremely foolish or calcul- 
ated to do so much harm. Already the 
.Montreal Star dares him to carry out 
liis threat. There is no fear of his do- 
ing so, for the very simple reason that 
he does not possess the power. He may 
think himself a very great man, but he 
is not above the law, and if he presumed 
to violate the law, aa he threatena, he 
would very soon be brought to his 
senses. 



MOKMONISM. 

The revelations with regard to Mor- 
inouisQi are creating quite a sensation in 
the United States. But they are not 
rovolations after all. Every intelligent 
American knew that the ''iMdrqion 
chuich arragatea to itself supreme au- 
thority. The Mormon must obey its 
behests whether they are according to 
the law or against the law. The church, 
in the Mormons' polity, is above the 
state. The church, too, claims the 
power of life and death, not only over 
its members but over those who become 
obnoxious to it. It can decree the death 
of Mormon or Gentile, and it ia the duty 
of the Latter Day Saint to carry out 
that decree. This much of the secrets 
of the Endowment House was known 
long ago. It ia said that the Mormon 
religion — if it must be called a religion 
— has changed in this respect. The re 
ligion has not changed at all, hut the 
practices of those who profess it may 
have changed in some respects. If it 
liad a man like Brighani Young at its 
bead again it would a!>sert and exercise 
all its powers. But there is no strong 
man to direct the affairs of the Mormon 
church. The Gentile world and the 
United States government are too strong 
for it, aud its followers find it necessary 
to modify their pra3tice; but their 
creed is the same as ever it was. 

The question for the people of the 
United States lo coiisiilcr ia, ia it safe 
to tolerate un organization in the coun 
try which ;pu ta itself ^ . aboyef thie; ' state; 
which takes upon itself 'to - try 'men ifor 
crimes unknown to the "state, and claims 
the power to condemn to death or exile 
those who offend it and who do not con 
form to its rules ? Independently (jf its 
peculiar institution, the Mormon church 
is an imperium in iinperio which no 
country can afford to tolerate. The 
state does well to be jealous of its auth- 
ority. It alone has the power to decide 
what is lawful and what is un- 
l.iwful, and it alone has power, 
and ought to have power over the lives, 
the liberty and the property of citizens. 

The organization that usurps its 
authority should he crushed out of ex- 
istence. It should not bo allowed to 
live a day after its existence and its na- 
ture is known. As for polygamy it is 
opposed to both the tduchiiij^s of re- 
ligion and to the pi inciples of sound 
policy, and should not be allowed to ex- 
ist in a country that professes to be 
either Christian or civilized. 



EDITORIAL COMMENTS. 

Thk way in which the timber supply 
of the United States is being drawn upon 
is made very plain by a jingle sig- 
nificant fact. - Some years ago the State 
of Maine produced nearly all the white 
pine that was used in the country or ex- 
)>orted. The amount of pine timber cut 
in that state for thirty years commenc- 
ing in 1816 was simply iminense. But 
pine began to get scarce in Maine and 
the lumberers commenced to cut spruce, 
which had up to that time been despised. 
Por some years more pine than spruce 
was cut, but the proportion of 
spruce became greater and greater until 
now there is in the 500,000,000 feet of 
logs cut each year in Maine a very 
small proportion of pine. From 1816 to 
1S60 piuo had the lead; from the last- 
named date! until liow the pine has been 
getting scarcer and scarcer, and there is 
to-day very little that is good for any- 
thing left in the state. The exhaustion 
of pine in the state of Maine should 
teach the • lumbermen of the Pacific 
(toast to be careful of its staple timber. 
There was a time when tlie pine foreata 
of Maine wore regarded as inexhanst- 
able, but they have been exhausted.

THE PEACEFUL REVOLUTION. 

The revolution in Brazil maintuiua ita 
peaceful character. The old regime 
made no resistance and the new regime 
lias not attempted to use force. The 
ollicials of Doni I'cdnj'a government do 
not liesitale a iiiomeiit in truiiHferriiig 
their allegiance to the newly formed re- 
[lublic. They accept the situation as a 
matter of course. The Empire of 
Brazil baa been changed into the United 
States uf IJiazil, without apparently the 
loss of a life. There iloca not seem to 
liave been even a liarali wonl spokon. 
The mauifeato of the Chief of the Pro- 
visional Government is unique as a re- 
volutionary document. No one is de- 
nounced ill it. It announces "the full 
of the imperial dynasty" and "the sup- 
pression of the monarchial system" in 
calm and busiiicaa-like terma. It aa- 
-■jures citizens of all ranks and allopiniona 
that their rights will he respected, 
and th»t-' the army and navy 
and the different departmentsof civil gov- 
ernment will perform their duties as uanul. 
It announces the intention of the Prov- 
isional Governmunl to reapoot national 
obligations of every kind. The closing 
.sentouoBS are: ''TheProtrislonal Oovorn- 
ineut recognizes and aoknowlpdgea all 
of the national contracts under the late 
Government and all agreements with 
foreign powers. The public debt, in- 
ternal and external, will bo rctpected, 
also all oxistintr contracts and obligations 
legally made." The change has been so 
quietly effected that the average Bra- 
zilian will find it very dilBoult to realize 
that he is the citizen of a Hepublic in- 
stead of being the subject of an Em- 
peror.

The utie of the wliip iu 
humorously described by Mr. Kerr in his 
account of Soutli Afritrun travel. 

Many und many u lime had I used the 
short handled whip inuployed In' herding 
cattio on tl>e vvcHU'rii priilriusof America, 
but I was a tiompli ic si ranger lo the gi- 
gantic and iiiiltHpeiisiilile whip common 
to all South At'rjciiii caraviin.s. In be- 
coming initiated into the mysteries of its 
use 1 left numerous marks upon my face 
an4 neck, and was more than once nearly 
strangled. 

While vigorously pressing on the lead 
Iiig oxen I would fall lieels over head 
into some deep hole. Sometimes the 
oxen would wheel quicUly round, rush 
through tlio forest and break the young 
trees, while I lie old wagon rolled along 
tike the grounding of a wrecked balloon, 
When eveniiiLj canio, after such experi- 
ences, 1 fell as though I had lieen mobbed 
and hustled at an election. 

At the crossing of any of the large 
river beds, indeed, John's aid became 
indispensable. He could crack the whip 
and make a report like an Armstrong 
8-pounder: wliile his shouts and liendish 
yells resounded wiUlly through the rocks 
in such a manner that even the hoarse 
roar of a fog liorii or the shrill shriek of 
a steam whistle would have had no 
chance against him. — Youth's Compan- 
ion. 

Kduutition In Aiioient Kgypt. 

Boys intended for the government 
service entered the school at a very early 
age, says The Popular Science Monthly 
concerning education in ancient Egypt 
Tlie course of instruction was very sim- 
ple. The iii-at care of the teacher was to 
initiate the yoinig scribe into the mys- 
teries of tlio art of writing. After ho liad 
mastered the (ir.st dilHoulties, lie was 
given oilier te.xls to copy. These te.xts 
were moral iroatisea, old poems, fairj' 
tales, religious and mythical writings 
and letters. It is to this fact that we owe 
the preservation of the greater part ot 
the literary remains of ancient Egypt. 
When one of these schoolboys died the 
copies he Imd written, that could be of 
no earthly use to any one .else, were 
buried wit h hi in. 

Fi'om tlie.se old books that he copied 
lie learned to I'onn his own style; iic 
learned the gnunniar and synta.x of his 
beautiful laiigu;ign; ho Ijocame acquaint- 
ed with its vast stock of moral precepts, 
religious and mythical traditions, and 
with the unnumbered poems and tales 
that uiulouhtedly abounded, and of 
which the merest fragments have come 
down to U.S. Two classes of writings 
were preferred for this |)urposo, moral 
precepts ami iiHters. It was considered 
absolutely iiulis|ioiisalile to inculcate on 
tiie minds of tlio piipiKs vast numbers of 
moral precf.'pls. IjOtter writing was con- 
sidered a high and dilheull art. and the 
pupils needed very special preparation 
in it. • 

A .SolTif'ly PiiHtllllo. 

We had a inciiiigerie race the other 
morning, says a feminine correspondent. 
Each of the men had charge of an ani- 
mal or bird, and he whose biped or 
quadruped first reiiolied the goal was to 
receive a silver ei'iarette case, lor which 
we had all suhscn-ibcd Maurice chose a 
calf, I'red a donUcy aiul (Jharlie a little 
pig. The other Mien had, respectively 
hen, a duck and a turkey. Mar.sliaiing 
all-these creatures at the starting point 
was a matter of some difficulty, as you 
may guess. The course was fenced 
so that they ooulil not get out of it. and 
the goal was hung round with ail thingi 
tempting lo the menagerie. Carrots and 
vetch were tied to it, while com, meal 
and apples were Htrewn upon the ground 
about it. The scarlet faces of the men 
as the whooped and shouted and flung 
their hats attlie rec-alcitraiit racers made 
us shriek with laughter The hen flew 
over the fence, the pig got between 
Charlie's legs and tripped him up. and 
then squealed as though it was the suf 
ferer instead of poor Charlie. J nevei 
lieard such a noise as the wretched duck 
made, being utterly bewildered, and 
wondering evidently what it was expect 
ed to do. Do try a menagerie race ii 
you want a good laugh Maurice's calf 
won after a long struggle!, and then the 
exhausted men joined us, shouting with 
laughter over their own unavailing ef- 
forts to get their charges near the goal 
—Boston Herald.

Macaroni. 

Macaroni is a peculiar i)roduct ol 
wheat, formerly made only in Italy and 
still popularly regarded as a distinguish- 
ing diefjOf the natives of that country. 
The name is now applied only to the 
laigor pipes, and the smaller ones are 
known as vermicelli, though there is no 
real dillereiKX' hi'twoen tho two except 
the size of the tubes. The wheat i> 
ground with the use of heat and moist- 
ure into a sort of meal or paste called 
semola, from which the bran is excluded 
Tins meal is made into a dough with 
water, and is forced through gauges 
from which it emerges as macaroni 01 
vermicelli, the process resembling that 
of lead pipe drawing. Special varieties 
of wheat, those containing the largest 
proportion of gluti-n, are demanded for 
tho successful inanur'actureof titacaroni.

BY-LAW, 

Granting the right and priviletiu of 
erecting, constructing, niaiiituitiing 
and operating a District Telegraph 
Syatem in the City of Victoria, 
Province of British Columbia, to 
the undermentioned persons or their 
assigns. 

Be it Bnactrd, by the Mayorand Council 
of the Corpora! Ion of the City of Victoria, 
as follows :- 

Section 1.— TliuL F. K.Clark. CO. Polking 
and J. V. .Mclnlyre.of PortTowiisond,\V.T., 
and F. G. Hiehards, Jr., of Victoria, Prov- 
inue of Uritixb Columbia, and their aualgns, 
hereinafter called "grantees," bo and they 
hereby are granted for the period of SO 
years, tho right and priyilego of erecting, 
constructing, .malntalninK, and oporatiuK 
and using in, 'aidner^; and over and under 
any and all tho streets of tho City of 
Victoria, what Is Vnown as the Dinirict 
Telegraph System. 

Section 2.— The said grantees shall have 
the right to and shall erect tho poles and 
stretch the wires of their said Telegraph 
System so as not to interfere with tho free 
and unob8truoted''ii8o' 'ol!' the atroots for 
travel, and shaU Bre6t' tlie polos of their 
telegraph at such points In the streets and 
place the wires of their te]eg;raph at such 
points and at such height aa slioll bo desig- 
nated by the street committee of said city. 
Said poles shall be dressed and pafnted In 
a neat and satisfactory manner and shall 
not bo le.ss than thirty (30) feol in hoi({ht 
and properly proportioned tliroughout, 
subject to the direction and control of the 
oommlttoo ou street improvemcnta of said 
city. 

Section 3.— That whenever ic shall be- 
come neoesaary for the erection or repair 
of such telegraph for said grantees to dig 
Into or in any manner interfere with any 
publtof;BtNet^ or any part thereof, the 
grantees and their aasigiia shall have the 
right 8.) lo do, and shall without delay put 

he street in as good condition as it was 
before it was so broken up, dug or disturbed, 
and shall remove from the street all surplus 
sand, earth, rubbish or other material 
caused thereby. 

Section 4.— That whenever any person or 
persona, company or corporation, shall 
have obtained permission of the oommlttee 
on streets and pnbUdiiiMj^rty to remove 

ny building, structure or ediBco through 
any street or streets ot said city of Victo- 
ria, with which tho lines or wires of the 
grantees shall in any manner interfere, the 
said grantees Hliall,upon twenty-four hours 
notice from such person or persona, cow- 
pany or corporation, raise or remove said 
linos or wires so as to allow free and unob- 
structed passage of any such building, 
structure or editlco, and If the said grantees 
shall neglect or refuse upon such notice to 
remove or raise such line or lines, said line 
or lines shall bo removed or raised by the 
street commissioner at the expense of said 
Kranteos so as to admit ot the free passage 
of such building or other ediflco orstruc 
turu. 

Section 5.— That whenever it Bhall be 
necessary in grading any street or alley of 
said city, or in building any aidowolk, or 
making any other improvement thereon, 
to remove any pole or poles belonging to 
said grantoca, or on which any lino or linos, 
wire or wires, bolpnglng to said gronl oes 
shall be stretched or fastened, the- said 
grantees shall, upon reoeivicgr twenty-four 
hours notice from the contractor, or other 
portion having charge of such grading or 
other improvement, remove such polo or 
polos, and if said grantees upon such notice 
shall neglect or refuse to niovo such polo 
or poles, then such pole or poles shall bo 
removed by tho stroot conimisslonorat the 
expense of said grantees. 

Section 6.— That it shall be unlawful for 
any person unless' authorized by said 
grantees to luterfdire,^ meddle with, injure 
or remove any ot the telegraph poles, wires, 
boxes or appara|us^ belonginK or appertain- 
ing to said "tolegrapli system. Provided, 
however, that the poles ando^or appara- 
tus of said grAntoes mayb^jf^oj^ed in tho 
manner provided In Section 5 hereof. 

Section 7.— That the said grantees here- 
by agree and covenant to indemnify the 
Corporation of tho City of Victoria from 
any injury arising from or any casualty or 
accident to porson or property by reason of 
any neglect or omission to keep said poles 
and wires iu a safe coiidition. and foir all 
valid claims against said city for damage 
caused by said poles or wires, or by any 
works! ' altetatloiis, ' repairs or improve- 
ments in condectlon with the works herein 
contemplated. 

Sect ion 8,— That tho Corporation of tin; 
City of Victoria reserves tho right to re- 
peal or amend this By-law whenever in tlie. 
Judgment of tho common council of enid 
city an amendment or repeal is necessary, 
having duo regard, however, for the vest- 
ed rights of the parties herbundor. 

Section fl.— In the construction ot ftio 
works herein contemplated tho said gran- 
teos shall nso the polos ia tho principal 
Btroetsof the cily at present used by the 
Telephone and Victoria Electric Ilhiniln- 
ating Co., BO far as possible, so oe to avoid 
the erooting of any ^dltlonal poles on said 
Btreots. 

Section 10.— That the said company shall 
file tho accoplanco ot the conditlonB hereof 
and commence the work'.-bf oonatniction 
within six months frokn-tbe'date' of tho ap- 
proval hereof, otherwise 'this 'by-law sbajl 
bo null and void.

VICTORIA'S POTTERY. 

Another Important Indn^'cry Kiourliblne 
In This Oity. 

Very few rcsident/i of '^^ietoria, even 
old residents, r.ro aware that the 
atifl', sticky clay which clings so affoo- 
tionutcly to the hootti in rainy weather, 
and which ia to be found in undeairable 
quantity for tlio pedestrian in almost 
every part of the city, is equal to any 
that can bo found the worhl o\'or for 
jottery manufacture. Its utility may 
lave been recognized, but it certaudy 
was never taken ailvantiige of until 
Messrs. Keller and Biirris, both practi- 
cal and far seeing men, deterininod to 
press it into service and accordingly 
erected substantial buildings, provided 
with all modern machinery, on the lino 
of the K. it H. railway botweon Esqui- 
malt and Ruaaell station. 

With a view to satisfying his curiosity 
n regard to what waa being doiio and 
what would ho in the future, a Colo.n- 
IST reporter yeaterday paid a visit to the 
works in charge of Mr. linrria. A 
switch runs in from the railway main 
line, providing for tho convenient deliv- 
ery of coal and the shipment of the 
lonijileted articles turned out ut the 
works. 

The pottery consists of two large 
frame buildings and a big brick kiln. The 
workshop, in the rear of which is the 
engine room supplied with a S.'i h.p. 
"Waterous," is of two stories, GO foot 
in length by 40 wide. Adjoining it is 
tho drying room, alao two stories in 
height, 70 feet by '2ii, with slatted floors 
under which are placed some !2,000 feet 
of steam piping for quickly drying the 
moulded wares after they leave the nia- 
uhines, 

At present tho principal articles 
mnufactured are- drain tiles, sewer 
pipes, flower pots, and domeatio utens- 
ils in the sljape of milk crocks, jars, etc. 
Tho process is the result of modern in- 
vention, machinery performing almost 
all the work und with an exactness that 
could not be-iipbtaiiied'y.bv^' hand labor. 
Tho clay ia taken from a Uiirty-foot pit, 
the walla of which ^showj. three , Strataa; 
white, yellow and blue, -Biid' is'oarried 
u|) by a belt elevator, and fed : into u 
macbiue knowa aa "Pott's disiutegra- 
t<ir," which grinds it thoroughly, pul- 
verizing the clay and throwing out all 
hard and foreign matter. Dropjiing 
down in a sort of juil)) the clay next 
passes into the "pugging" machine, from 
which it goes to lie augured, and finally 
is turned out from the die at the base 
in tin; form of tile ready for the drying 
ro<iin, the one machine performing all 
the work. 

The tile inacliiiic now in use has a 
capacity of O.DIK) feet, two to eight inch, 
])er diem. A good demand haa already 
lieen cre.ited for tlicae tile, and it is 
atoadily iiicreaaing, so the manufacture 
is destined to become one of the moat 
important iif the indnatriea of Victoria, 
llitberti) the flowerpots have been made 
by band, but now a machine ia on the 
way that will turn out any size ut the 
rate of '2,0(H) a day. 

Fifteen men in all are employed, 
white labor only being taken, ami as the 
linaiiieaa is growing rapidly this number 
of bands will of neceasity bo increased 
in the near future. The Victoria clay 
takes a line glaze, while the quality of 
tho pottery made of it ia unaurpasaod. 
The kiln, detached from the drying 
room, haa a capacity of li.tXM) feet; 
while the pottery aud drying moma at 
present include 8,300 square feet. 

It is proposed to extend the lines of 
the business as rapidly as poasible to 
embrace the manufacture of brown und 
yellow alone ware, fancy floop tilea, 
et^ual to any of Belgium make. A ma- 
chine is also ordered with which sewer 
l>ipe,;of quatity.equal to thd best and 
from two inches to three feet in diam- 
eter, ciin be made. Ten years from now 
will undoubtedly see the pottery one of 
the largest on the coast. It has all the 
a<lvantagea which nature can aupply.

CORPORAL PUNISHMENT IN ODR 
PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 

To THE Editor:— As, a 'parent I wish 
to enter my earnest pr|^te8t ^ngaiii&t tho 
conetanf, and btutallzitig use of the rod' 
in some of the dopartiiienta bf our puli- 
lio Bohoojs', There may bo something to 
b« said for corporal punishment in cx- 
troino coses and under severo rustric- 
lions, but this indiacritninalo tliriuhing 
ia demoriiUziiig both to teacher and 
scholar. The effect on children who 
are unaccustomod to physical torture at 
home, and who are of a sensitive and 
nervous temperament is simply to keep 
them in a state of terror wliicli uiilita 
them for study, and actually often seri- 
ously injures their health. I know 
some such children, and if I knew of 
their master striking them I would feel 
strongly inclined to give him a dose of 
his 'own ; medioine, But> the effect on 
children of a coarser fib'ro is more i lis- 
astrouB still. It tends simply to liurdeii 
them and to' make tiiem us cruel us their 
masters. Who does not know the boy 
who takes hia daily licking as a matter 
of course und tries to make up for his 
sutreriitg by the torture of some boy 
on wliom.he^ can safely wreak his ven- 
geance?,;,' Ol? who does not know the boy 
in whom every devilish passion is roused 
by tho wrong lie considers has been done 
him, and cherishes in conse(iuoiice an uii- 
dyinghalieil uiidcontomptfor hiamasler'? 
The effect on llic teacher ia aa demoral- 
izing aa on the puiiil. The teacher who 
has loat all moral inlhionce over his pu- 
|)ila has demonatrated Ida utter imlit- 
iieas for hia post, and should be aum- 
marily diamisseil. If he can only keep 
order and carry on his woi lc by.cim- 
stant thrashing he ia nnworlliy to have 
tho caro of the most <lograded urcliiiia 
ever bred in the gutters. Nay, I would 
not trust him with tlie care of my lioivse 
or my dog. \Ve have a siiciety for tliu 
prevention of cruelty to aiiiinala, and 
we puniab men who have no meana of 
getting work out of their horsca, but by 
the whip or the spur, and we recognize 
the power of kindncaa in the training of 
these lower animals ; why then ali<nild 
we give to men who can only win feiii- 
not reapi!ct or ad'eclion the caro of our 
children at the time of allotliera in their 
history when their future is to bo made 
or marred. Some teachers take to the 
rod from u sense of moral inferior- 
ity which makes tliuni inwardly 
afraid of their iiupila. Others seem 
to take to it through aheer laziiics.s. If 
is ao much oaaier to slup than to icaaoii, 
to appeal to the hide rather than the 
heurt or the intelligence. But wliatcvci- 
may be the teacher's reason, he is de- 
graded in his own eyca and in the oye.a 
of his pupils by his use of the rod, un- 
less in such extreme cases as very sel- 
dom occur in school life. Further, tlie 
teacher who begins to rule by the ro<l 
will become more and more unjust in 
the use ' of it.

Ho knowa the stupid boys or the lazy 
wdio are safe not to know their lessons, 
and thoreforo he can call them up when- 
ever his arm ia itching foi- its usual 
exercise or he ia in a bad humor. The 
injustice perpetrated in the .school in 
punishing tho wrong boy, giving puniab- 
ineut for trilling, or even iiiiagiiii'.ry 
offences, would cauae univer.sal ciLecra- 
tioii were the boys allowed any ajipeal. 

The teacher iBalonofitfortluithigli and 
holy calling who determinea to win the 
affectiona and respect of hia piipila ao 
th^t if ever a case ahould ariae of an 
olTence of such a character that it 
served physical pimialiment, tin; wl 
achool, and after a while even the 
linqiient himself would acknowledge ita 
justice, and if a Iwiy can be found who is 
wholly incorrigilde und who cannot b 
reclaimed, by all means expel him, f< 
he can do more injury by his mortil vil 
ne.as than lie would were he infected 
with the aiiiall pox. I trust that the 
teachers will not consider me an enemy 
because I tell thoin the truth, but rather 
that they will put away their instru- 
ments of torture and rise to the true 
dignity of a pedagogue — a leader not n 
driver of a boy.
